2. The applicants note with appreciation that agreement was reached as to the 
rejection under § 1 12, as recited in section 7 of the Office Action. More particularly, the 
examiner agreed that an amendment of claim 1 to read "receiving the buyer's authorization 
to conduct the transaction" would overcome the rejection.

3. No agreement was reached as to the claim rejections under § 103(a), as recited in 
section 7 of the Office Action. The examiner agreed that these rejections did not fully 
consider the most recent amendment to claim 1, explaining that consideration of the 
limitations that were added in that amendment was not necessary because the examiner 
had rejected claim 1 under the written description requirement based on the added text.
